The Indiana law creating the insured motorists 
liability with one’s own liability company does riot 
mention horse and buggy, or for that matter, bicycles or 
other non-mechanically powered vehicle. Since such 
vehicles are not registered or licensed by the Bureau of 
Motor Vehicles, they are exempt, as the law specificallv 
details those vehicles that are subject ot its regulations. 
This, however, does not mean that the owner-driver 
cannot be sued directly for any negligent operation of the 
vehicle,

— If 
home canning is part of your 
summer schedule, don’t forget 
about food safety. Unless you 
can properly, your canned foods 
may be dangerous to eat, savs 
Marcile Allen 
An 
Extension 
foods 
and 
nutrition specialist at Purdue 
U niversity, 
Miss 
Allen 
recommends using firm, fresh 
foods and proper instructions, 
equipm ent, and recipes for 
canning. 
"Following the recommended 
procedures will prevent molds, 
yeasts, b acteria, and. other 
spoilage 
organism s 
from 
spoiling your hom e-canned 
foods,” she explaines. 
“And 
proper canning procedure also 
destroys enzyme action that 
other wise would harm the 
flavor, color, and texture of the 
food.” 
Ttirning to recom m ended 
procedures, 
the specialists 
notes acid and low-acid foods 
require 
different 
canning 
procedures. This is because the 
acidity of the food affects the 
tem perature required to kill the 
harmful Clostridium botulinum 
spores that may be in the food 
For example, acid foods such 
as fruits, tomatoes, and pickled 
vegetables 
m ay 
be 
safely 
processed by immersing the 
sealed can in boiling water for 
the recommended time. The 
time varies with the content, 
how tightly the can is packed, 
and the size of the container. 
"However,” Miss Allen adds, 
"there is no certain way to be 
sure all the deadly Clostridium 
botulinum spores in low-acid 
foods will 
be destroyed 
by 
boiling—even for long periods.” 
For this reason, low-acid 
foods, including all common 
vegetables except tomatoes and 
pickled vegetables, should be 
processed under 10 pounds of 
pressure for the recommended 
time 
Miss Allen warns that oven 


canning is dangerous and not 
recom m ended. 
" J a rs 
may 
explode in the oven, and the food, 
canned by this method may not 
reach adequate tem peratures,” 
she says. 
"At present. USDA doesn't 
have recom m endations 
for 
using microwaves for canning,” 
she says, adding that USDA 
doesn’t recommend 
using 
a 
microwave for canning. 
The specialist suggests using 
jars and 
lids 
manufactured 
specifically for home canning. 
They 
are 
designed 
to 
give 
the correct seal and are strong 
enough to withstand the tem­ 
peratures and pressures used in 
home canning. 
However, she advises against 
using half gallon jars. The foods 
canned in these jars tend to 
pack, 
slowing 
down 
heat 
penetration. 
So food 
in 
the 
center of the ja r may not reach, 
the necessary temperature. 


Before opening home-canned 
foods, look for any sign of 
spoilage. Miss Allen says. 
Bulging can ends, lids, or rings 
and any 
leak are signs of 
spoilage. 


"When you open the con­ 
tainer. look tor other signs of 
spoilage spurting liquid, an off 
odor, or mold,” she adds. "If 
you find a sign of spoilage, 
discard the food It could cause 
illness—or in rare instances, 
even death ” 


For 
m ore

formation about home canning, 
Miss Allen suggests that you 
contact your county Extension 
office.

“A family picture album, can 
really be lots of fun—in more 
ways than one,” the specialist 
says. 
A 
photography 
buff 
herself, she offers several 
suggestions for fun albums. 
Of course, good pictures are 
the backbone of a good album, 
Mrs. Holst says. Remember the 
basic rules of photography. For 
example, keep your cam era 
ready and your film fresh. 
"Think about the make up of 
your picture before you press 
the 
sh u tter 
re le a se ,” 
she 
stresses. "Do you want a pic­ 
ture of the palm tree, cousin 
Sam, or both? If you want both, 
put Sam in the foreground and 
the tree behind him. 
"If you put Sam under the 
tree, you end up with a nice 
picture of the palm and a tiny, 
unrecogn izable Sa m .. ” 
She suggests you check the 
backgrounds in your pictures. 
They should be free of clutter 
and distractions.

unintended humor—a plant that 
seems to grow out of the sub­ 
ject’s head, for example 
Your album will be more fun 
to look at if it is well organized, 
she continues.

household items are ever lost, 
damaged, or stolen 
"The 
list can 
help 
you 
rem em ber exactly what, is 
missing,” she says, adding that 
it is nearly 
im possible to 
remember every item after it is 
gone 
‘Tn 
addition, 
the 
in­ 
ventory serves for insurance 
needs ” 
Once you’ve 
made out 
a 
household inventory, you'll be 
glad you did, Mrs.. 
Bauer 
predicts. You’ll be surprised 
how much you have invested in 
your house. It’s too much to 
waste just because you didn’t 
take the time for an inventory.
